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Current indications of Agency initiative (as distinct from in- 
dividual, private initiative) to lick "the language problem" and to 
equip officers to deal effectively in foreign languages include plans 
to provide intensive basic language training at Headquarters during 
the coming year for TWO persons in Chinese, ORE person in Russian, 
THREE persons in Persian, NO persons in Arabic, and NO persons in 
anything else except French and German, a few. A couple of persons 
will be given advanced Chinese at Yale, two persons will be given 
Moroccan Arabic at Georgetown, and one person Indonesian at FSI.
